greater than usual, because the 
scrap material resulting from the 
dismantiement is shipped to Ger- 
many. It ie sold there to con- 
tractors, and the material of com- 
mercial value. like concrete and 
parts of the machinery, is real'zed 
for business purposes, while the 
proceeds from the sale of material 
of a military character go on the 
reparations account. 

In certain places of the harbor 
matters were simplified by blowing 
up the foundations of the break- 
water and leaving the completion 
of the destruction to the action 
of the sea, which will ually 
wash away the debris left by the 
explosion. It is not, however, the 
intention of the naval interallied 
commission of control to annihi- 
late the harbor completely.

TO SEARCH RUINS 

A thorough search of the ruins 
will be made by daylight by the 
sheriff's office today.
